Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 27, 2003 
contains an error. US Patent No. 4,122,095 is not an invention by OTAKA et al. as 
listed on the IDS. Therefore, the '095 reference has not been considered. The

Okamoto et al. reference is properly listed and has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 recite that the secondary electron generation efficiency of a 
sample approaches zero in comparison with conditions used when causing the sample 
to become charged. 

The specification of the present application approaches discussing this limitation 
at page 10 where an secondary electron generation ratio of 1 or less is stated. 
However, the limitation requires that secondary electron efficiency which approaches 
zero in comparison to conditions used when causing said sample to be charged are 
required in the disclosure for the limitation to be enabled. There is no discussion of 
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what these conditions may be in the specification or what kind of comparison is taking 
place between sample charging conditions and secondary electron generation 
efficiency. 

Claim 2 depends on claim 1 and therefore lacks enablement as well.
